Will London THE question has been asked, Is London Pagan? The fact 
that such an inquiry can be put and soberly discussed in 
such a well-balanced journal as the Daily Telegraph in- 

be Pagan ? dicates that symptoms are manifesting themselves in our 
population which may be due to this cancerous growth. 

The feature of cancer is that it seizes upon what is intended to maintain life and perverts 

it to bring about death. 

What is Paganism? It is the condition of man when he has put himself outside the 
Kingdom of God. The Kingdom of God is the heart, of the individual or of the nation, 
where Christ is King by faith, and where His Rule is willingly obeyed. Within it, all 
material things are possessed and flourish to perfection. 

Why is it Paganism to be outside the Kingdom? Because what a man makes, or rears, 
or discovers, or invents, belongs to him. It is the contention of both capitalist and 
labourer that the fruit of a man’s work is his own. If God made man, by man’s own 
judgment, man belongs to God and owes obedience to God. When Cain killed Abel, he 
destroyed God's property. When we makes slaves of men, we misuse God's property. 
Over the animals man is given dominion. There is deep meaning in the Tribute Money : 

“Render to Caesar the things that are Cesar's, and to God the things that are 

God's.” The coin belongs to man, the man belongs to God. “Whose is this image?” 

Man bears the image of God. If he has defaced the image and betakes himself 

to the Mint, Christ will re-make him and place 
coi him the “New Name.” ‘Then are the 
children free.” Yes. The re- -made man is born 
again as a son. He is co-heir.. “ All things are 
yours,” because “ Ye aré Christ's.” mea 

Adam was placed within the Kingdom of God 
in the Garden. As a subject living within the 
Kingdom, he was bound to obey. He rejected the 
Rule of Christ, and was answered by expulsion 
from life into death, with Hope. 

Cain rejected the clemency of his King, 
deliberately turning his back on the way of accept- 
ance by the slain lamb, and, leaving the Kingdom of 
God behind him, set ‘this face towards civilisation 
- and arts, city building, and industries. He was 

answered by the Flood, death to all his line, with- 
out exception, without hope. The Flood was the 
water without the blood, and so typifies eternal 
condemnation. Noah and his house passed through 
the waters by faith and were saved, the blood of the 
sacrifice securing perpetual safety. Cain’s progeny 
mocked at their leisure at the lamb and at the ark 
and perished. 
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Israel rejected Christ as their King, when Wee chili 
were answered by captivity and disappearance from (British Organisation). 
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history. The Jews rejected Christ as their 
King, when they chose Caesar and rejected 
Jesus. They were answered by the loss of 
country and king, and by their nation being 
broken into fragments and scattered over 
the earth, but with hope of restoration. 
The nations, one’ after another, have 
claimed their portion of goods in this 
world, and as each has received wealth and 
power and opportunity, each has rejected 
the Kingdom of God, and has wasted its 
substance in riotous living. The might 
and the majesty of Babylon and Egypt, of 


‘ Greece and Rome, have been answered by 


pulverisation. 

Almost monotonously, race after race, 
empire after empire, rejects the Kingdom 
of God and perishes. One conclusion com- 
pels attention. Lavish reward and stagger- 
ing punishment will not either win or drive 
man back into the Kingdom. Yet, all along 
there was visible a golden thread, running 
through the generations, which lent itself 
to be woven by Christ into the pattern of 
God's Plan. There was always a little 
company of those who believed the Promise 
and waited for its fulfilment, looking for 
the Kingdom of God and the Redemption 
of Israel. Jesus could not be born among 
the nations. Christ could only take flesh 
where the Scriptures were known and be- 
lieved. Therefore, St. Paul places first 
among the advantages of the Jews that they 
were entrusted with the Old Testament. 

All the rewards and: punishments had 
their purpose, and were accordingly care- 
fully recorded. When Christ took flesh and 
was named Jesus, the Jews, as at no pre- 
vious period, were persuaded of the absolute 
truth of Scripture, so that they reverenced 
even a jot and tittle of the Sacred Writing. 
Why? Because of the fulfilment of Pro- 
phecy. Therefore had there been the long 
waiting and the careful preparation. Christ 
could not have manifested Himself as man 
at any earlier date. This was the “fulness 
of time.” The prophecies of Moses and of 
all the Prophets had been literally carried 


out in every detail. The captivity in Baby- - 


lon, the restoration of Jerusalem and the 
rebuilding of the Temple, the dispersion of 
the ten tribes and the destruction of the 
nations, which had oppressed and scorned 
Israel, every recorded prediction had come 
to pass. Verily, the Scriptures were the 
Word of God. Therefore was the Sabbath 
so jealously guarded. Therefore were the 
Pharisees so scrupulous. Their surface 


veneration availed littl. What was of 
moment was the vitalised faith of the few, 
who were looking for the Christ to appear, 
according to the same Scriptures. During 
the lifetime of Jesus, neither friend nor foe 
attempted to dispute the final authority of 
the Old Testament. Nay, more. The fulfil. 
ment of its prophecies had established 
respect for its utterances throughout the 
Roman world, and a certain curious fear of 
the Jews. 

This state of mind was necessary, because 
everything was said and done by Jesus, 
according to the Scriptures, that what was 
spoken by the Prophets might be fulfilled. 
His life could be lived nowhere, except 
among a people who believed the Old Testa- 
ment without question: His own words 
were equally authoritative. When events 
came to pass, His disciples remembered 
that He had foretold them. 

Shift Jesus from this historical position, 
and He ceases to be the Christ in the belief 
of men. It is necessary to recall these 
simple facts to understand what lies behind 
the cry, Back to Jesus. That is, never mind 
the Old Testament nor the Epistles of the 
New Testament. Nothing signifies but the 
words of Jesus Himself. It sounds very 
reverent and reasonable. But it strips 
Jesus of His own garments and puts upon 
Him the robe of human authority, to kneel 
before Him. But it is mock homage. 

The claim of Jesus to supreme authority 
rests upon His being the Christ, Jehovah. 
Up to this confession all His teaching led, 
and upon it He builds His Church. His 
disciples and those that followed them 
preached nothing else but that Jesus is the 
Christ. 

It is very evident, then, if Christianity is 
to be overthrown, the first and all-important 
step is to instil doubt into the mind of man 
as to the credibility of the Old Testament. 
“ Hath God said?” or is it only the com- 
pilations of various men, without much 
identity, contrived so as to appear to 
be written before the events predicted, 
more or less mythological, inaccurate and 
imaginative, partly borrowed from the 
nations, a tribal God magnified, heathen 
rites purified ? 

Get this sort of stuff into children’s 
heads, and as they read the Gospels they 
will find themselves making excuses for 
Jesus when He mentions Abraham and 
Moses, Noah and Jonah. Jesus is pre-

The Ix the West of England, at a 
‘Ne Temere’ meeting of Guardians, a case 
Decree. was brought forward, and 
members said the operation 
of the decree ‘Ne Temere’ was more 
widespread than many imagined. Here 
the public is more ready to acquiesce 
than to make itself felt in opposition to 
any ecclesiastical pretensions, unless a 
startling case is brought under its notice. 
Lawyers say, Hard cases make bad law ” 
but experience proves that only hard cases 
can rouse the democracy to the sense of the 
evils it has to face. We are in grave danger 
of imagining that legislation made in Rome 
has no influence in this country, and that 
our native self-reliance is strong enough to 
prévent the Church of Rome doing anything 
that will be in opposition to the spirit of 
English legislation. We forget, however, that 
in questions relating to marriage the per- 
sonal sense of shame and the unwillingness 
to have family matters discussed in public 
make very many willing to bear the greatest 
evils in preference to the publicity involved 
in having wrong set right. Women bear 
their sorrows in private, and only very 
octasionally are the sufferings of the 
sensitive heard by the multitude. Lord 
Wolseley was right when he declared that 
there is no example in history of a nation 
having chosen to throw off Romanism re. 
turning to the bosom of the Church, and 
we believe that England will never become 
Roman Catholic. But we do fear that the 
ignorance of history and the careless vague- 
ness of thought that are ‘so prevalent to- 
day will make our people forget that the 
Church of Rome claims to be a body that 
regulates for the members of its communion, 
irrespective of all other teaching, what de- 
termines valid matrimony. A marriage

Comments. 


The Marriage In Camada, Mr. and Mrs. 
of Fourth Tremblay, both Roman Ca- 
Cousins. tholics and fourth cousins, 

were married in accordance 
with British law in a Roman Catholic chapel. 

In the Roman Church such a marriage can 

only be valid after a dispensation has been 

received from the ecclesiastical authorities. 

At the time of the marriage the relation- 

ship was not known to the parties, and 

no dispensation was sought from the eccle- 
siastical authorities. The marriage was 
annulled by the Roman Catholic Ecclesi- 
astical Court of Quebec, and this annulment 
was confirmed on appeal by the Civil Court. 
The ‘ Ne Temere ’ decree is not in question 
here; the canons of the Church of Rome 
determine the case. Mr. Tremblay wishes 
to get the marriage set aside. The Church 
offered him his choice between a dispensa- 
tion and annulment, and he chose the latter 
course. The wife applied for leave to bring 
the case before the Privy Council, and this 
was opposed on the ground that she had 
no money to fight the case, and her desire 
to obtain justice was only made possible 
by the intervention of friends. The judge 
who dealt with this point held that the 


_ source of the funds had nothing to do with 


his decision, and that the motion for appeal 


could not be rejected on that ground. 


Leave to appeal for justice to the Privy 
Council was granted on condition that 
security for £400 costs be given. The 
peculiar character of this case may be 
judged by the fact that the parties were 
married as long ago as 1904, and after the 
lapse of nine years the Church of Rome 
considered the relationship of such a 
character as to dissolve the union. It is a 
surprfise to ‘us that such things can happen 
in a British colony. They do occur,. and 
the time has come for placing the marriage 
law in a position independent of the Bishop. 
of Rome. The Roman Church may make 
whatever regulations it likes for its internal 
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government, but it has neither the spiritual 
nor moral right to settle the conditions of 
valid marriage for the State. If, unfortu- 
nately, Quebec is subject to its legislation, 
Canada must have the power to put an end 
to a tyrannical anomaly that is an outrage 
on freedom and an anachronism that cries 
aloud for removal. 


Principal Forsyth traces 
the shrinking of the 
Chote. Churches to the want of a 
ruling Belief. “ With more 
moral interests than ever, indeed with much 
more moral force, religion yet loses the 
moral note, which is the commanding note. 
It is garrulous of an ethic which it cannot 
inspire.” In other words, morality is being 
severed from the root of doctrine, which 
means a living union with a Living Christ. 
Nobody values doctrine because it is called 
doctrine. It derives its worth from its 
Truth, and its Truth is of the highest value 
because it leads men to God and enables 
them to live rightly with Christ. The 
fussiness of the age is a proof of instability. 
We discuss morals and pry into problems 
that are soluble by an earnest Christian man 
whenever he is brought up against them. 
In consequence “the religious intelligence 
of the public is being hollowed out, and the 
moral note being detached from its religious 
centre.” This is painfully true. We must 
be content to be called narrow because we 
walk in the narrow way. “ Narrowness” 
does not mean uarrowmindedness; it isa- 
plies that a man walks with Christ in the 
path which He has trod. We hear too 
much of breadth of thought, that em- 
braces everything from Agnosticism to 
Ultramontanism as a justifiable creed for 
a Christian. This is responsible for. the 
vagueness, flabbiness, and lack of Evangel- 
istic strength in the Churches. We must 
restore to British Christianity the doctrine 
of the New Testament—-salvation through 
faith in the finished work of the Redeemer 
and life through dwelling in Him.

The teaching of Christ has 
permeated our laws, it unconsciously takes 
possession of our thought, and, without our 
knowledge, governs our actions.

held by the citizens, the voice of comscience 
pronouncing a verdict on conduct, and the 
courtesies of life which are displayed every 
day, are all due to the Christianity that has 
moulded our custonis aod regulated Gur 
conduct during many generations. Those 
familiar with the state of non-Christian 
cities know that their vices are not 
recognised as vices, breaches of the 
ten commandments are considered of no 
moment, and certain sins are committed 
in obedience to the prevailing worship of 
the gods. There is a gulf between Chris- 
tian and non-Christian morality that must 
be seen to be felt. Paganism may have 
splendid virtues, which we gladly acknow- 
ledge to be far removed from splendid vices ; 
but vice naked and unashamed, sin flagrant 
and open abounds, and paganism, with its 
perverted vision, does not consider these 
sins sin; it glories in its shame, and is 
content to abide in it. From this point of 
view, London is not pagan. It would be 
wrong, to call the metropolis pagan. We 
are thankful that the moral fibre of the 
Capital is essentially Christian, and public 
opinion speaks unmistakably on the side 
of righteousness and in support of Chris- 
tian conduct. No, London is not pagan 
—no one who knows what paganism 


means could say that. But is London 
Christian ? 
ls London Are living on our 


Christian ? Christian past, reaping the 
benefits of bygone generations 

and not advancing in a Christian line of 
progress? There is much to depress. We 
now know that before the Church of 
England and the Free Church leaders 
requested the Daily News not to proceed 
with its religious census, that Paddington 
had been enumerated. We also learn that 
a great falling off in attendance at church 
and chapel was observed. Everyone who 
has investigated the question is aware that 
during the past decade there has been an 


undoubted falling off in church attendance. 


It is not confined to one dehomination— it 
Machinery has in-

In other 
words, scaffolding is so much in evi- 
dence that we fail to see that it conceals 
weakness instead of supporting a great 
structure that is in need of extension and 
repair. 


The Real A great continental cathe- 
Remedy. dral was scaffolded in a most 
scientific manner. Its central 

nave had fallen, and the whole edifice was 
in danger. An eminent engineer saw the 
scaffolding, and spent hours in admiring 
the skill of its design and its adaptation 
for the support of the roof as well as for 
its repair. A few years later he visited the 
building and remarked, “ What a pity the 
scaffolding is removed!" The vast majority 


of visitors rejoiced to see the church with | 


its beautiful nave and stately aisles uninter- 
rupted by a forest of beams. He had an 
eye only for the skill that was in evidence 
in the arrangement of the repairing and 
upholding machinery. To-day the Churches 
are all suffering from an excess of organis- 
ation. “A well-organised parish,” “a well- 
equipped institutional church” seems to 
be the supreme aim of many vicars and 
ministers. They are apt to forget that 
machinery depends for its success on the 
driving force behind it—it may be dead 
timber, or a life-filled body of men and 
women consecrated to the highest ends. 
The end is too often forgotten in the means, 
and strength is really wasted when it is 
devoted to organisation instead of the 
evangelisation of the individual and the 
spiritual nurture of the saints. The Church 
is Not ah Entertainment Society, it is not 
even a Poor Law Board or a Better Housing 
Institute. It was founded to be the home 
of the faithful—the Body of Christ in living 
union with its Head. 
all are in the Christ, the Church fails in its 
great purpose, and becomes not a living

splendid buildings do not reach 
senses 


of men. They gratify our 
the inner life untouched. Souls thirsty for 
God can only slake their thirst by living 
union with the Saviour. From all 
there is a cry for reality—for the vision of 
God, for the experience of the indwelling 
Christ. A change is coming over our 
theological literatare. Writers are no longer 
satisfied with criticism or fine English 
expressing thoughts that have lost their 
revivifying power. They want religious 
experience, and seek to bring home the 
sense of thirst to other souls. Christian 
experience cannot be reduced to words. It 
is something within that cannot find ex- 
pression without. “Father, I thank Thee 
that Thou hast hid these things from the 
wise and prudent, and hast revealed them 
unto babes: even so, Father, for so it 
seemed good in Thy sight.” The evan- 
gelical note is once more being sounded. 
The individual personal trust in the Personal 
Christ is being proclaimed as the remedy 
for sin-stricken and struggling souls. It is 
for us who know the secret to bring it home 
to those who know it not. We must be 
faithful if we are to succeed in our mission 
as priests of God.

No Protestant body holds that its roll of 
communicants is six times as great as ad- 
herents. In 1912 there were more than 22} 
millions of members of communicants of 
the Evangelical Churches, and there were 
more than 12} communicant members on 
the Roman Catholic computation of the 
Roman Church. Calculating as far as cal- 
culations can be made, it is reckoned that the 
present Protestant population (meaning by 
the word Protestant orthodox Christians who 
protest against the doctrine and practices 
of the Roman Church and appeal to Scrip- 
ture for the teaching of our Lord) amounts 
to nearly 644 millions, who constitute 
nearly three-fourths of the total Christian 
lation of the States. This shows that 
spite of immigration from Roman Catholic 
countries the United States are still a great 
Protestant nation. Its civilisation, its laws, 
and its outlook are determined by its Pro- 
testanism. The Methodists with nearly 
seven millions of members, and the Baptists 
with nearly six millions, are by far the two 
strongest Churches, and the two branches 
of the Protestant Episcopal Churches have 
nearly a million communicants. The enor- 
mous power of American Protestanism in 
the Mission field comes as a surprise to 
those .who are not acquainted with the 
immense body it represents. May the spirit 
of unity prevail and extend among our 
American brethren.

our all being reduced to one dead level of 
uniformity. The Western Church has 
striven after unity through uniformity in 
previous centuries, and it has done so with 
disastrous effect." These are words that 
are as true as they are outspoken. The 
Bishop believes that the true path to unity 
lies in maintaining episcopacy: but though 
he holds this strongly, he sees the Spirit of 
God working wherever Christ is truly and 
fully preached. We are on the eve of a 
better and brighter day when High Church- 
men can speak as Bishop Whitehead has 
spoken. No longer shall we hear the words 
“schism” and invalidity urged as final 
arguments against the Churchmanship of 
any man who is loyal to Christ within a 
non-Episcopal communion, Union with 
Christ makes the Christian, and the brother- 
hood of the saints in His body constitutes 
the Church. The Church does not make 


‘the Christian, and still less is any definite 


type of organisation wecessary for the 
Divine grace to rest upon the labours of a 
Church. The sooner men realise this, the 
better for the Christian world. We desire 
unity. What blocks the way to real unity 
is the absence of the realisation of the facts 
that God fulfils Himself in many ways, and 
where Christ is there is the Church.

Notes and Review 


The Davip LivincsTonk has al- 

ivi ways been a hero of the 

. mission field. His life, with 

its self-denial and high ideals, 

fascinates all who have come under the 
spell of his influence, and to-day his name 
is even more loved and venerated than it 
was when he died among his faithful friends. 
The secret of his power is to be sought in 
his spirit. Little more than a year before 
he passed to the better life he wrote in his 
diary: “ 19th March—Birthday. My Jesus, 
my King, my Life, my All. Again I dedi- 
cate my whole self to Thee. Accept me, and 
grant, O gracious Father, that ere this year 
is gone I may finish my task.” He had the 
true spirit of service. He owed everything 
to God, and trusted that his Father would 
guide and direct him. That the memory of 
such a man would draw to the commemora- 
tion of his life work representatives of all 
Evangelical Churches is not surprising. 
The great Albert Hall meeting, presided 
over by the Archbishop of Canterbury, bore 
witness to the oneness of the followers of 
Christ in their acknowledgment of the gift 
that God has given us in David Living- 
stone. The Bishop of Winchester, in St. 
Paul's Cathedral, spoke glowing words that 
showed his admiration for a man who 
explored to open the way for the coming 
of the King to the hearts of the inhabitants 
of Darkest Africa. : 


Ou Duty Commerce to-day is taking 
to Africa, the place of the pioneer mis- 
sionary. The race for wealth 

is rapidly leading to the exploitation of 
natives in the interest of European aggran- 
dizement. We are getting accustomed to 
look upon natives as sources of wealth, 
instead of men and women for whom 
Christ died. Islam has laid its hands 
upon the African, and has permitted him 
to retain his vices while giving him a 
higher idea of his own importance, and 
the task of the missionary has been 
made harder. Africa must be won for 
Christ if the natives are to be saved from 


exploitation. Dr. Booker T. Washington 
says: “A mistake will be made for which 
England and other nations wil! suffer for a 
long time if the getting of material wealth 
in Africa is exalted above the Christianisa- 
tion and civilisation of the men and women 
in Africa.” Uganda shows what may be 
done in Africa, and we rejoice to read that 
the native rulers of Northern Nigeria in- 
formed Sir Francis Lugard that they had no 
complaints to make against the conduct of 
the missionaries in their territories. Living- 
stone has not died in vain. He has lit a 
lamp that calls to the land for which he 
worked soldiers of the Cross from the 
Christian world.

members of the community, and is not 
shared by them all. The first duty of 
Indian, as other missionaries, is to make 
men Christian.

The 
way to national Christianity in accordance 
with Indian ideals is not yet clear, but the 
day of co-operation between the Churches 
has dawned. In the presence of the awful 
and overwhelming strength of heathendom 
the oneness of spirit among Christians is 
being manifested. They have much more 
in common than they formerly understood 
themselves to share. Their living union 
in Christ is the fact of facts with them, 
and they are gradually step by step seeing 
their way to a manifestation of this union. 
They pray together and are now working ~ 
together as they never had done in the past. 
As the Bishop of Madras truly says, the 
t need of Indian Christianity to-day is 

not so much the recognition of member- 


ship, as the mutual recognition of one 
another's ministries.” “9

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Chistian The Bishop of Derry recently 
Union in visited Portugal. In Oporto 
Portagal. the Evangelical community, 
irrespective of Church member- 
ship, prepared a reception for him in the 
great Central Hall of the Y.M.C.A., which 
has been erected by the generosity of Mr.

Denomina- 
tional barriers break down in the presence 
of a common struggle for light against 
darkness, for the truth of Gea against 
superstition. 


The Island Ceylon has a population of 
of Ceylon. 4,106,350, which represents an 
increase of 15 per cent. during 

the decade 1901-11. Of its people 60 per 
cent. are Buddhist, 23 per cent. Hindus, 


10 per cent. Christian, and 5 per cent. . 


Mahommedan. The Christian community 
has increased 17°2 per cent. during the ten 
years. It is surprising to learn that 83 per 
cent. of the Christians are Roman Catholics, 
and that Roman Catholicism has improved 
its position and is the predominant Chris- 
tian body in every district. The Church 
of England has only 41,000 members, and 
the Wesleyan 17,000, the Presbyterians and 
Baptists between 3,000 and 4,000. We are 
strangely ignorant of the religious condition 
of our colonies, and it comes as a stfprise 
to discover that in Ceylon the Evangelical 
Churches are so small a portion of the 
Christian community.

It has been brought from 
heathendom to Christianity through thc 
might of the Spirit, and its young king— 
eighteen years of age—is a member of the 
Church and a devoted supporter of its 
work. The figures returned by C.M.S. 
workers are astounding. In 1912 the 
native lay agents were 2,785 (increase 32!); 
communicants, 23,236 (increase 2,578); ad- 
herents, 89,395 (increase 10,303); during 
the year 6,113 adults were baptized, as com- 
pared with 4,374 the previous year. Every 
department of the work shows : 
ing growth, and we may safely say that 
there is nothing anywhere in our generation 
to compare with the marvellous blessing 
God has bestowed upon the men and 
women who have laid the foundation 
through martyrdom and privation, and 
have all built upon the Rock Jesus Christ 
our Lord. Advance has been made by the 
faithful preaching of Truth, and natives 
have been used to evangelise their fellow- 
countrymen. One out of nine members 
is a Church worker. This proportion 
speaks for itself and shows the keenness 
of those who knew the Saviour to spread 
the knowledge of the Truth.
